sjoynton wrote letters to su- 
perior judges of Sacramento Coun- 
ty in which he assured them that 
hereafter, when workers are rail- 
roaded to the penttcntiary on 
frame-up charges of “dynanuating” 
or svndicalism, enraged 
workers will be unable to express 
their indignation in telegrams. 

Boynton’s communications

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ITALIAN STANDARD OF 
LIVING DECLINES 


As a result of the growing food 
crisis due to the Ethiopian war 
and the ‘League of Nations sanc- 
tions against Italy, meat will not 
be sold in Italy more than three 


times a week. Due to the; fuel 
shortage, all overtime work will 
now be done during lunch hour 


instead of during the evening. Mo- 
tor trucks are to use a form of 
wood-gas instead of gasoline as 
the price ‘of gasoline has risen to 
$1.25 a gallon. Wholesale prices 
are rising fast. Cost of living 1n- 
dex was 71.5 in July, 1935, against 
68.7 July, 1934. . 


This is a culmination of 12.years 


of fascism in Italy. A reduction 
in wages immediately followed the 
advent of Fascism. From 1923 to. 
1932 wages were reduced 40 to 
5G per cent according to a recent 
pamphlet “Fascist Road to Ruin”, 
by George Seldes.

Prosperity may have returned for 
some but not for San Francisco 
newsboys who last Saturday night 
took a half cent cut in| profits from 
sales of the Hearst 
and the “fair-to-labor” Chronicle. 
_The newsboys heretofore haye 
made 3 cents profit on Saturday 
night and Sunday morning sales. 
The Examiner and Chronicle cut 
them to 244 cents. The cut af- 
fects approximately 1400 newsies. 

The Sunday Examiner circula- 
tion is nearly 40,000; that of the 
Chronicle is close to 30,000. Mean- 
while the newsboys “are taking 
steps to organize and fight the 
move and to prevent it from being 
put into effect on daily sales as 
well as on Sunday.

PREVIO Us Cc s CONVICTION 
IS SET ASIDE 


LONG BEACH, Calif., Nov. 
23.—Another victory for the Pub- 
lic Works and Unemployed Union 
was recorded here this week when 
“defamation of character” charges 
against J.auretta Adams, leader in 
the Long Beach local of the P.W. 
U.U., were set off court’s calender 
indefinitely. 

Previously convicted the 
charge, Mrs. Adams won a new 
trial in an appeal to the Appellate 
Department of the Superior Court. 

The charges were brought fol- 
lowing Mrs. Adam’s exposure of 
a police stool pigeon, Ethel Par- 
ker alias Lthel Littlefish, but tes- 
tinony of two deputies from the 
San Bernardino sheriff's office and 
the former police chief of , San 
Bernardino completely disrupted 
the attempted frame-up.

Parker was arrested in the San

In its monthly survey of 
business, releasel Nov’ 25, it

Increase ‘in 
production of cars and trucks, 
i for instance, from 2,870,000 in 
” 1934 to a probable 3,900,000 or 
= 43000,000 this year has meant a 
45 per cent increase in profits, 
and 8.3 per cent increase in em- 
ployment and 18.5 bee cent in pay- 
rolls. 

The profit neragse in general 
is very great, the survey notes. 
Some 1200 corporations, which in 
1933 réceived more than half the 
entire profit made by all United 
States corporations, increased their 
Profits in 1934 by 32 per cent over 
1933, it says, while Standard. Sta- 
tistics estimates: that for the full 
year 1935 industrial profits will 
exceed by 35 to 40 per cent.

Speaking of a boom as probable 
in the next few years, the A. F. 
of L. points out that in five years 
since 1929, the average factory 
workers producing power per hour. 
has increased 25 per cent. “Unless 
hours are shortened and produc- 
tion of our industries greatly ex- 
ceeds previous levels,” it says, we 
shall still have a standing army 
of unemployed, numbering in the 
millions, even when reach the 
peak of the coming boom,” 

Three facts should be kept in 
mind about afi approaching boom, 
the survey declares: (1) In every 
industrial boom, profits increase 
faster than wages. (2) The boom 
cannot last more than a_ few 
years. (3) The danger of another 
great stock market boom and col- 
lapse is serious.
